Cuurcu.—The following  deseription 
of a Memorial Window’ Christ 
Church, Raleigh, by the artist, Mr. Hen- 
ry E, Sharpe, of New York, will, we are 
sure, be of interest not only to those, 
who Lave secu the winduw, but to al! 
admirers ot Christian art: 

In the window designed as x memo- 
rial tor two children (little girls), the 
subject is an ‘Angel of Light,’ ascending 
Heavenward, bearing tenderly in_ his 
arms a young child, that tecs already 
whata joy it isto be forever witi its 
beautiful guardians, Close by the side 
of the ascending Angel, and floating 
upward, is another young heir of glory, 
with hands uplifted and eyes intently 
fixed upon the light above, which is 
streaming down through the sky with 
a celestial radiance. 

Beneath this Ascension of Innocence 
isa tablet inscribed, ‘“Nearergmy God 
to Thee, nearer to Thee!” 

Christian art has nothing more beau- 
tiful for illustrating, than that which 
touches upon the faith and innocence of 
little children, whom tbe master pointed 
out as models of imitation for his disci 
ples of all times. 

Tae beloved John saw in Apocalyptic 
vision the palm-bearmng company of 
Innocents following the Lamb, whither- 
soever He gocth. 

The window has above the figure- 
group, in a quatre -foil, two lambs ieed- 
ing in a wreen pasture, expressive of the 
two taken away from earth, but increas- 
ing the number of that blessed told, 
which the good sh opherd is preparing 
for himself. 

In the apex of the window, another 
symbol is imtroduced-—the Dove of 
Peace, one most fitting to have its place 
above, where al! around the whole at- 
mosphere is bathed in purity, innocence 
and joy. 

In the base of the window lilies are 
introduced, two of the buds on broken 
stems, typica! of the short life of those 
two flowerets on earth, but transplanted 
into the heavenly garden, they wiil 
flourish in beauty iorever. 

Surrounding the lilies are the blessed 
Saviour’s words, “Ot such is the King- 
dom of Heaven.”

THE SENATC LECTION— 

THE SENATORIAL ELECTION: 
PRESS. 

We regret to sce a disposition mani- 
fested by several of our exchanges, to 
prolong the discussion over the vexed 
Senatorial question, and to keep alive 
the acerbity and rancer which that 
contest provoked. 

We to-day appeal, in the name of the 
Conservative party of North Carolina, 
and in the name of the true interests of 
the State, tor a cessation of (his warfare 
in our ranks, and for a restoration of 
harmony and concord. 

Cui bono? A prolongation of this 
family quarrel bodes no good to any 
one, and must prove ultimately detri- 
mental, if not ruinous, to the Conserva- 
tive organization. 

We, therefore ask, where is this thing 
to end? Is it not time already thai the 
subject be withdrawn from the public 
mind, and that questions affecting the 
material interests of North Carolina 
engaze the attention of the newspapers 
and the Legislature ¢ 

It is not to be denied that there is 
great disappointment, not to say indig- 
nation in many sections of the State, 
because the Legislature,with a majority 
of twenty-four Conservatives failed to 
elect the regular nomiuce, Zebulon B. 
Vance, the United States Senator. It 
was unfortunate that this failure occur- 
red. But it did occur, the deed was 


accomplished, and the matter canuot be. 


remedied now. ~~ 


Our paper- never advocated Governor 


Vanee’s” nomination. We considered 


that a question that belonged exclusive- 
ly to the Legislature—that the Conser- 
vative Representatives alone should de- 
cide it, as being better acquainted with 
the wishes and choice of their constitu- 
~ents,‘and responsible to them for their 
action in the premises. 
_.The moment that Gov. Vance re- 
ceived the. nomination, the News 
forthwith advocated his election, be- 
cause he was the choice of the caucus. 


“We supported him while he was our 


candidate, and would be supporting 
him to-day if he had remained up to 
this time in the ficld,as the cancus 
nominee. True as the needle to the 
pole, we will ever be found by the side 
ot our candidates, standing by party 
organization, and, if fall we nrust, fall- 
ing with the flag of our party around 
us—cheered with the consvulation of 
having faithfully endeavored to dis- 
charge our duty. 

We know that interested persons 
have charged, because the News gave 
to Gov. Vance its earnest support after 
his nomination, that our paper is the 
organ of the “Vance-Ransom combina- 
tion,” and that its opposition to Judge 
Merrimon is to be attributed to that 


cause. 
We defy such persons to show that 


we ever published a line in tavor of 
Vance’s clection, or against Merrimon’s 
nomination, until the matter was set- 
tled in caucus, 

If because the News condemned the 
manner of Merrimon’s electicn, it there 
tore “belongs to the Vance—Ransom 
combination,” then we submit that 
nearly every Conservative paper in the 
State, and nine-tenths of the Conserva~ 
tive people of the State belong to the 
same combination. 

Some men are so blindea by prejudice 
and self-interest that no amount of

Judge Merrimen is Senator elect 
from North Carolina for six years, He 
was elected against the nomince of the 
party, and in direct violation of 
its time honored customs. But 
he is elected, nevertheless, and he has 
given such expressions to his views since 
his election, as to leave no doubt 
he will advocate the same principles in 
the United States Senate that he did 
when he was our candidate for Gover- 
nor.
